When I fir entred upon the Detection, 
and Gonfutation of the Quakers Princi- 
ples, I was not ſo ignorant of their Di- 
ſtemper, as to promiſe my ſelf” an Immu- 
rity from the ligheit affronts, that their 
wilifying and reproachful RefletFions could 
put pou me. But as my deſign was not 
only jus, but alſo necetlary ; ſo my Con-

I have ence vindicated my Book, enti- 
taled, Quakeriſm no Chrittianity, from 
William Penn's pretended Az{wer ; not 
becauſe his Anſwor merited a Reply, but 
rather to confirm my firſt Charge, by ex- 
P2/cng the weakneſs, aud thufting to ſay 
70 worſe ) of my Adverſaries Defence

tations, 
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tations, and the af horrible Principles 9 of 
I have charged the Quakers with, to a © © 
perſonal debate with William Penn, the 
greateſt Undertaker for the Quakers. But 
this, though tenarea with the moſt prudent 
Circumſtances,for avoiding Inconvemences, 
and rendring the Conteſt effectually ſa- 
tisfying ; he hath as induſtriouſly avoided, 
as if” the day were a terrour to him: And 
hath rather choſen with Shimei, to keep 
his diſtance, azd ſo go on Curſing, Revi- 
ling, and caſtong Ftones. 

Many Worthy Perſons, whoſe Reputa- 
tion is above the reach of Wil, Penn's Ca- 
lumnies, having written an Epiſtlezas well 
Monitory to al! profeſſing Chriſtianity, as 
Recommending my Book ; William Penn 
hath given them a taſte of his gall, and 
loaded them (ſo far as his credit willpaſs ) 
with crimes to be abhorred ; beſides his” 
uſual Exclamations to beget an opinion of 
their undoubted guilt, with ſuch as can 
hear and underſtand a noiſe, better thaz 
Demonſtration. Azd iz very deed, the 


greateſt advantage of Penn, and other 
Dauakers,lies in their high Profeſſions, ve- 
_ hement Proteſtatzons, and ſecmingly moſt 
ſerious Appeals , there remaining that in- 
nat eCharity in moſtof Mankind, as will

hardly permit them to believe, that any 
man ſhould be ſo vile, as to cover Fraud 
and Wickedneſs under ſuch Pretences. But 
as the moſt guilty Malefaifors (having 
{earned that Maxim, That Impudence is 
the Perfection of Vice) do mt abound 
with Proteſtations of their Innocency, and 
Exclamations on their Accuſers ; ſo wary 
perſons will not have their judgments 
thereby determined , omittivg that Teſt 
which will better enable them to give a 
Juſt Sentence, 

The like Wiſdom and Fuitice I intreat 
of all zen, who are concerned to judg be- 
tween 5 in this Controverſie ; which I 
ſhould hardly have repeated, but for the 
Vindication of ſo many Divines, whoſe 
Reputation Penn hath endeavoured to 
wound throuwh my tides, and whoſe Works 
praiſe th:w in the Gates, I deſire thoſe 
who have my Books by them, to compare 
M-.

things. No wonder if the Quakers believe all 
you lay, how apparently ſoever #ntrue. I do 
not judg a Turk, a Heathen, or a Jew not fit to 
be ſuffered to live upon Earth 3 though I judg 
them not fit to be eſteemed Chriſtians, and 
know them to be Exemies. to Chriſtianity as 
well as yo 3 but yet ſomething more fairly, as 
they are openly ſuch , and you Treacherouſly. 
But I proceed to your Self-magnitying news, 
which never reached our :eyes or cars, till your 
Pamphlct reported it 3 viz. We bave been long 
threatned with a report of the joynt-endeavours of 
many Miniſters —But we no ſooger received, and 
Look'd into the Book, than we ſaw our ſelves. under 
a very great Diſappointment.

ſcarcely any of them but of years enough to be 
your Father, and near one half of them old 
enough to be your Grandfather. And not an 
zmplicite, or a Rebuke in general terms, but a 
down-right Rebuke to them by name, a Rebuke 
to their zeeth. 

I am ſure if the Scriptzre had been your 
Rule (it not their Office, yet) their Age, and 
the hoary-heads of ſome of them, would have 
commanded a more reſfpeive behaviour, though 
putting off the Hat be accounted by you an 1r- 
religious and unctvil Ceremony. Methinks it 
had become you rather, to have fronted your 
Reply with a modeſt Enquiry into their Epilile 3 
or a ſober Expoſtulation. But nothing could 
ſait your unbridled Paſſion, and ſcornfu!

They may have read my Vindi- 
cation, wherein I provoked you to meet me with 
zmpartial Judges, and I would undertake to 
prove my Faithfulncls, againft the worſt of your 
Calumnies : To which you are filent. Morca 
over, the truth of the Citations depends on 
matter of Fad; wherein to deal untruly, ſo oft as 
mult be to exervate any of my Charges, muſt be 
{o wilfzl a Treachery, as no man ought to ſu- 
{pc a Profeffor of Godlinels guilty of, till he 


have mericed 1t by ſome apparent miſcarriage + 


to diſcredit him. And I proteſt ſeriouſly, that 
if I did not certainly know, that ungodly Crime 
were your frequext Guilt, I ſhould hardly be 
perſwadcd to disbelieve many falſhoods in point 
of Fad, which your Books are cram'd with : 
Bac all this is ſaid ex gratiz. They have pru-
